of troops against the bonus march- 
ers in Washington.' 


The governor had said earlier, in 
replying to a previous statement 
signed by Hoover and a group of 
San Francisco citizens condemning 
his approval of the San Jose lynch- 
ing, that he "deplored" the use of 
troops against citizens, 
adding, 


"look at the mess we got into 
when troops were called in Wash- 
ington against the bonu« march- 
era." 
The Hoover statement retorted:

trouble

Rolph's statement is his gross ig- 
norance of the facts. Not a single 
shot was fired, not a single per- 
son was injured by. the troops 
called out in Washington In re- 
sponse to the appeal of local au- 
thorities. 
The troops ended the 
bloodshed which was then in -prog-

'through conflicts between 


rioters and p"olice. 
"Th» Issue here is plain, and 
not to be obscured by such mls- 
utateinents. The governor has been 
advocating lynch law. It is a sub- 
version of the very spirit of or- 
ganuwd society. It is un-American 
and 'Is » reflection on the state of 
California. It is not supported, by 
iU citizens."

VICTIMS 
GANGLAND

AFTER ANOTHER MURDER;

—(ft—The mystery of what hap- 
pened to Florence Miller and Eth- 
el Marshall, former night club em- 
ployes who disappeared after a re- 
cent gangland slaying near Cam- 
den, N. J., he been solved. 


Their bullet-torn bodies were dug 
up yesterdy from a shallow grave, 
hidden by withering corn stalks in 
a field about two miles from '.he1 
tiny community of 
Brandywlno 
Manor. 


Police who had sought them for 
a month said they were victims 
of gangland's way of sealing the 
lips of those who knew too much. 


The women disappeared the night 
of November 1 a few hours after 
Kdward (Cowboy) 
Wallace 
and 
John Zukaksky had been "taken 
for a ride." 
Zukowsky lived to 
name the slayers of his compan- 
ion and has since recovered. 
It was while on the way to a 
hospital to see him that the two 
women disappeared. They were re- 
ported seen getting into an auto- 
mobile near the hospital. 
At that time, investigators ex 
pressed belief they had been ab- 
ducted and "silenced." 
Their bodies were found by Ed- 
gar McLaughlin, a fanner and his 
helper. 
McLaughlin noticed the 
earth had been disturbed in the 
field where he was husking corn 
and investigated. 
He summoned 
police, who completed the grue- 
some task. / They 
found 
Miss 
Marshall had been shot seven times 
through the head and chest. 
A 
bullet through the head ended Miss 
Miller's life. 


At a spot about two miles dis- 
tant, Miss Marshall's sedan, blood- 
stained bullet-punctured, had been 
found, the day after her disappear- 
ance. 


Both Wallace and Zukowsky were 
wanted for the slaying of a Phila- 
delphia policeman during a holdup 
and detectives said they believed 
the two racketeers had been giv- 
en the "ride" by associates with 
whom they had quarreled over that 
crime..

REGISTRATIONS FOR 
CWA PROJECTS STOP 


FOR PRESENT TIME 


Because the quota allowed Na- 
varro county at present had been 
considered excessive, officials of 
the board of welfare and relief 
said Tuesday that registratior for 
civil works administration projects 
had been suspended for the time 
being while the workers attempted 
to pick up their routine duty and 
restore some semblance of order 
to the chaotic condition of their 
records resulting from the heavy 
rush of the past several days while 
the new system was being Inau- 
gurated. 


At present 
the allotment 
of 
workers for Navarro county has 
been placed at 1118 by the state 
officials, but local officials pointed 
out that this was not necessarily 
the maximum figure, 
but 
was 


based on the preliminary estimate, 
and said further that they antici- 
pated an Increase of. from 15 to 
30 per cent in the number within 
a few days. 


With registration of workers go- 


ing on in several county communi- 
ties, and virtually enough men 
on the Corsicana rolls to exhaust 
the quota, the board decided that 
it was best to devote time to oth- 
er phases of the work for a time 
until the quotas were enlarged or 
other necessary work was com- 
pleted. 


Direct Belief. 


Officials also called attention to 
the fact that only able-bodied men 
were qualified for the civil works 
administration projects, and that 
the projects were approved only 
with the Intention of the authori- 
ties to provide work for men who 
were able to do a full day's ser- 
vice, and it was not a disguised 
means of giving direct relief. They 
pointed out that men who were 
not able to do heavy work or reg- 
ular manual labor were still eligi- 
ble for direct relief and would be 
;lven all the assistance necessary

FOR BET1R SUPPORT 


OF TEXAS SCHOOLS 


AUSTIN, 
Nov. 30.— (S>j— The 
'exas State Teachers Association 
in 
fifty-fifth .annual convention 
today turned to a consideration 
of the problems confronting pub- 
lic education and to discussion 
of methods of keeping education* 
al facilities on a higher plane 
despite dwindling finances. 


A. W. Birdwell, president of the 
Stephen F. Austin State Teach- 
ers' college, stated 
the welfare 


of the Democracy depended on 
the public schools of the United1 
States and that public education 
had been called on to meet it* 
"supreme challenge." 


"To support public education 
becomes the duty of every one 
interested in preserving the 'bles- 
sing* of liberty for ourselves and 
our posterity'," Birdwell stated. 
"The public school as an institu- 
tion is in danger, not of destruc- 
tion but of superinduced enemla." 
Birdwell said the most impres- 


sive 
phenomenon of American 
history was that the American 
school system had < made it pos- 
sible to produce leaders 
In a 
national crisis equal to any emer- 
gency. 
' 


"The main points of the critics 


of the schools are that they cost 
too much, that they' are doing 
their work badly or indifferently 
and that they have expanded 
their curricula beyond the polnl 
of diminishing returns," Birdwell 
•aid. 
' 


As a result of these attack*, 
Birdv. 
said, there were now 
' 
eighty thousand' fewer 
teacher* 
than In 1929; 2,000,000 children 
have been affected by 
shorter 


terms; more than 140,000,000 in 
salaries has not been paid; six 
thousand 
college teachers have 


been dismissed and a large num- 
ber of young men and women 
have been barred from obtaining 
a higher education because of in- 
creased tuition fees. 


"The 
minimum obligation of the 
State is to furnish maximum ed- 
ucational opportunity to the chil- 
dren." Birdwell said, urging that 
the lines be held everywhere and 
that the State's educational ef- 
forts. in terms of the general 
welfare, be carefully evaluated. 
"Even a superficial examination 


will show that the schools have 
done their work well and have 
administered the funds .placed In 
their hands as wisely as those 
who handle 'big businc-31 and 
who have been .loud in their crit- 
icisms," he said.

—tfP)—The farm ad justmen 
administration cotton acre 
age reduction contract for 
1934 and 1935, made public 
today, provides that cotton 
growers who agree to re- 
duce will be paid a rental on 
land taken out of production rang 
Ing from slightly less than $3 t 
$18 an acre. 


This was a change in the ori 
jrinal plan which called for ren 
tal of from $3 to $11 for the land 
taken out of production. 


The farm administration is seek 
ing to reduce cotton acreage next 
year to 25,000,000 as compared to 
an average planted area of around 
40,000,000 acres. 


In addition to the rentals, pro- 
ducers will be paid not less than 
one cent per pound on their "do- 
mestic allotment." 


The domestic allotment is 40 per 
cent of the average yield of cotton 
land during the years 1928-1932. 


Originally, the farm adminis- 


tration planned to virtually as- 
sure growers who signed 
con- 
tracts a parity price on their do- 


truck crashed into their car.
